Ambassador Will Return to England 
and Devote Himself to Literature. 
Spring-Rice, Now Minister at Stock­ 
holm, Is to Succeed Him. 


Jam es Bryce, the British am bassa­ 
dor to the United States, who has ju st 
resigned that pet ition, is now in his 
seventy-fifth year. 
Ile lias been am ­ 
bassador to the United States since 
11)07. 
During the more than rive years 
of his incumbency at W ashington ho 
has lieeu much in the public eye. 
His 
scholarly attainm ents and great repu­ 
tation have caused him to be much 
sought after as an orator, aud he lias 
delivered dozens of addresses through­ 
out the United States. 
The news that Am bassador Bryce Is 
to retire was not wholly unexpected. 
There has been no break in the har­ 
monious relations of the distinguished 
Englishm an and his government, but 
it has been an open secret for some 
time th at Mr. Bryce, advancing in 
years, desired to surrender his post 
aud give entire attention to the com­ 
pletion of the literary work which has 
occupied so large a part of his life. 
His book on South America, w ritten 
since his tour of that country two 
years agt), is just off tile press, and he 
is about to begin a work covering his 
recent tour of A ustralia and New Zea­ 
land. 
Facing the British am bassador to the 
United States ju st now are several 
great and troublesom e problems, and I 
it is known th at Mr. Bryce’s friends 
feared that If he continued in office a t 
this tim e he would break down his 
lion It ii and probably have to abandon 
his 
literary 
efforts. 
Among 
other i 
things the Panam a canal toll question 
promises to furnish a disagreeable and 
unsatisfactory diplomatic task. 


Or,s of England’s Foremost Men. 
Mr. Bryce’s appointm ent as the B rit­ 
ish am bassador to W ashington a ttra c t­ 
ed widespread attention at the time it 
w as made. 
The selection of a British 
statesm an aud man of letters of such 
prominence f«*r the W ashington post 
w as due largely to the desire to send 
to tliis country one of England's fore­ 
most public men. 
In addition to his 
notable public service* iii England, he 
hail an established reputation in the 
United States for his brilliant literary 
work, "The American Commonwealth."

•fac ially fitted for bringing to a culm i­ 
nation the desire on both sides of the 
w ater fo ra treaty of arbitration which 
would take the place of the Uay- 
l*auneefote treaty left uuratlfied by the 
•ens Ie. 
This work presented many obstacles. 
The purpose on both sides of the wa­ 
ter was to get a definite and practical 
instrum ent which would insure lasting 
I tea ce between the tw o countries. 
As 
finally draw n the treaty was ladieved 
to have accomplished this practical end 
hi a very large degree, although the 
adverse attitude of the senate lias to 
some extent detracted from this work 
of diplomacy. 
Mr. Bryce had hoped to 
make tin* successful negotiation of the 
arbitration treaty the crow ning accom­ 
plishment of his diplomatic career and 
is known to have (teen bitterly disap­ 


pointed wnen the senate Insisted Upon 
am endm ents which practically nullified 
his efforts and those of President Taft. 
Bryce’e Brilliant Career. 
Mr. Bryce was educated a t Oxford 
and began life as a practicing lawyer. 
In 1870 he was appointed regius pro­ 
fessor of civil law at Oxford and held 
th at office until 1893, when he resigned 
it. 
In 1880 he was elected to parlia­ 
m ent and in 1886 was appointed under­ 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. 
Since then he has been president of the 
board of trade, chairm an of the royal 
commission on 
secondary education 
and has held many other places of 
honor. 
In recognition of his attainm ents Ed­ 
inburgh university, Glasgow university 
and numerous other institutions of 
higher education, including several in 
America, have conferred high honor­ 
ary degrees upon him. 
In 1905 and 
1906 he was chief secretary for Ireland. 
Sir Cecil A rthur Spring-Rice. now 
m inister a t Stockholm, who will suc­ 
ceed Mr. Bryce, Ii fifty-five years old 
and was created Iv. C. M. G. in 1906. 
He has served at Stockholm as minis­ 
ter since Sept. I, 1908. In I SSO he was 
acting third secretary at W ashington 
and was appointed acting second secre­ 
tary at W ashington, to act as secre­ 
tary to the British delegates to the in­ 
ternational m aritim e conference. Aug 
27. 18S9. 
After serving for a time at 
Brussels and Tokyo he was transferred 
to W ashington In 1893. He was charge 
d’affaires at Teheran in 1900 and m inis­ 
ter to Persia in 1906-8.

General O’Reilly was 
not a West I’oint graduate, but received 
his education and medical training at 
the University of Pennsylvania, where 
he was a student toward the end of the 
civil war. Leaving the university, he 
was appointed for civil war service on 
Jan. 7, 1804, as a medical cadet, and at 
the close of the w*ar returned to the 
university to complete his studies. In 
1807 he entered the regular army as 
assistant surgeon and passed through 
the various grades until in the fall of 
1902 he w*as appointed surgeon general 
of the army, with the rank of brigadier 
general, by former President Roose­ 
velt. 
It had been General O’Reilly's pleas­ 
ure in recent years to be able to point 
to the fact that his appointment to this 
office was made solely on his record. 
President Roosevelt never met General 
O’Reilly, who at the time of his ap­ 
pointment was stationed in California, 
and insisted that the appointment of a 
new surgeon general, who should have 
charge of the health of tile army, 
should be based only upon the record 
of the appointee. 
It was about that time in 1902 that 
General O’Reilly lost through death 
by typhoid fever bis only son, the late 
Philip Maitland O’Reilly, who had just 
been 
graduated 
from 
the 
Naval 
academy, and it was because he lost 
his son through this malady that Gen­ 
eral O'Reilly decided that he would do 
everything in his powder to contribute 
toward cutting down the death rate 
from typhoid fever in the army. 
It 
was under his regime that the experi­ 
ments with the antityphoid serum 
were conducted by the medical corps 
of the army, and General O’Reilly in­ 
sisted, when the medical staff reached 
the conclusion that the anti-typhoirt 
serum could be safely and efficaciously 
administered, that the compulsory in­ 
oculation of soldiers with this serum 
be introduced into the army. 
After the civil war General O’Reilly 
saw* hard service as medical officer in 
the field with troops in the Indian 
campaigns, and during the war with 
Spain he was chief surgeon of tho 
Fourth army corps. 
He was a mem­ 
ber of the evacuation commission at 
Havana at the end of the Spanish war. 
During the strike troubles of 1877 
around 
Baltimore. 
Pittsburgh

was with the regulars sent to those 
places.

cials here. that Hie Am erican ship of 
state is now beset by num erous hos­ 
tile winds and cross currents. 
As the broadest In ifs application 
and bearing niton American int- rest 
Mr. Wilson will first have to decide 
w hether he is to indorse and m aintain 
the Republican policy of giving gov­ 
ern m en t aid to Am erican capital st < k 
ing investm ents in foreign lands and 
American producers seeking m arkets 
abroad for American goods. 
Though 
this policy, dubbed ‘dollar diplomacy.'' 
has been bom barded again and again 
and again by th e Dem ocrats during 
th e ir sixteen years in the wilderness.

A more specific question under th I - 
phase of foreign relations which P res­

It is the plan to have a number of 


lommittees in charge of special de- 
partments. One committee will di- 
•ect the work of selling to the retail 
merchants,

churches and anotherto the clubs and 
lodges. In this way the same people 
will not be solicited several times. 


Special selling agencies will also 


be located in the downtown stores, 
and in the postoffice lobby. An ef- 
fort will be made to extend to every 
citizen the opportunity to buy some 
of the seals and thus contribute to 
the war fund to be used against the 
white plague in this community. 


'Similar selling campaigns will also 


he conducted in practically all the 
leading cities and towns of the State, 
and in hundreds of the smaller com- 
munities active selling efforts will al- 
so be put forth.

and Devote Himself to Literature. 
Spring-Rice, Now Minister at Stock- 
holm, Is to Succeed Him. 
James Bryce, the British ambassa- 


dor to the United States, who has just 
resigned that po-ition. is now In his 
seventy-fifth year. He has beeii am- 
bassador to the United States since 
1007. During the move than five years 
of his incumbency at Washington he 
has been much in the public eye. His 
scholar!y attainments and great repu- 
tation have caused him to be much 
sought after as an orator, and lie lias 
delivered dozens of addresses through- 
out the United States. 


The news that Ambassador Bryce Is 


to retire was not wholly unexpected. 
There has been no break in the har- 
monious relations of the distinguished 
Englishman and his government, but 
it has been an open secret for some 
time that Mr. Bryce, advancing in 
years, desired to surrender his post 
and give entire attention to the com- 
pletion of the literary work which has 
occupied so large a part of his life. 
His book on South America, written 
since his tour of that country two 
years ago, is just off the press, and he 
is about to begin a work covering bis 
recent tour of Australia and New Zea- 
land. 


Facing the British ambassador to the 


United States just now are several 
great and troublesome problems, and 
it is known that Mr. Bryce's friends 
feared that if he continued in office at 
this time he would break down his 
health and probably have to abandon 
his literary 
efforts. 


nto efforts and those of President Taft 


aVyco> Brilliant Caraor. 


Mr. Bryce was educated at Oxford 


and began life as a practicing lawyer. 
In 1870 he was appointed regins pro- 
cessor of civil law at Oxford and held 
that office until 1863, when he resigned 
It In 1880 be was elected to parlia- 
ment and in 1886 was appointed under- 
secretary of state for foreign affairs. 
Since then he has been president of the 
board of trade, chairman of the royal 
commission on secondary education 
and bas held many other places of 
honor. 


In recognition of his attainments Ed- 


inburgh university, Glasgow university 
and numerous other Institutions of 
higher education, including several in 
America, have conferred high honor- 
ary degrees upon him. In 1905 and 
IpOG be was chief secretary for Ireland. 
I'SIr Cecil Arthur Spring-Rice, now 
minister at Stockholm, who will suc- 
ceed Mr. Bryce, is fifty-five years old 
and was created K. C. M. G. in 1900. 
He has served at Stockholm as minis- 
ter since Sept 1. 1908. In 18S6 he -was 
acting third secretary at Washingtoc 
and was appointed acting second secre- 
.tary at Washington, to act as secre- 
tary to the British delegates to the in- 
tenmtiona! maritime conference.

Local motion picture show mana-

The officials of the tobacco con- 


cern conceived the idea of making 
the picture shows.a means for pros- 
tituting American boyhood by selling 
to the youths of the country through 
the picture shows the deadly "coffin 
nail," or cigarette. 


The scheme was a good one and 


had not the picture show magazines 
took it up and fought the scheme it 
might have become popular with 
some unscrupulous show managers.

several hundred per cent. 


That hundreds of boys would have 


lieen driven to an early grave made 
no difference to the heartless tobac- 
co corporation. Their coffers would 
have been millions of dollars, richer 
before the public would have waked 
up to the prostitution of our youth 
and meantime thousands

would have been torn from the par- 
ents' loving embrace to be laid under 
ihe sod.

So far as mere numerical majority 


goes, this is the most decisive vote in 
the history of- the electoral college. 
This is partially due to the fact, how-1 
ever, that the college is now much 
larger than ever before. Washington 
received the unanimous vote of the 
electors, and Monroe all but one. 
Among other decisive results in the 
past may be mentioned tbe following:! 
In 1832 Andrew Jackson received 219' 
electoral votes to 49 for Henry Clay.! 
11 for John Floyd and 7 for William' 
Wirt. 
In 1840 William Henry Har- 


rison bad 234 to GO for Martin Van1 
Bnren. 
In 1852 Franklin Pierce bad 


254 to 42 for General WlnQeld Scott. 
In 18G4 Abraham Lincoln received 212 
to 21 for General George B. McClellau. 
Grant received tremendous electoral 
majorities both times, 214 to 80 for 
Horatio Seymour in 18CS and 286 to C3 
for several candidates,'following the 
death of Horade Greeley in 1872. In 
1904 
Theodore Roosevelt received 336 


to 140 for Alton B. Parker. 


Yet notwithstanding Us phenomenal 


majority in electors and his great pop- 
alar plurality over either Taft or 
Roosevelt, it is one of the anomalies 
of tbe situation that President Elect 
Wilson' received an actual minority of 
tb* rote and possibly fell short of the 
Brym vote in 1908. Tbe following ta- 
ble shows the complete rote in a few 
states and close approximations in the 
otliers:

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Honesty in Health Work. 


The atitude of the public toward 


epidemics in past years' has been 
either one of mystery or of panic. 
Pestilence has 
been 
regarded 
as 


something to placate by magic or to 
ice from in terror. . But in the last 
half century, disease has been largely 
robbed of both its mystery and its 
fearsomeiiess. We know it now as a 
product of natural causes, to be met 
amd overcome by common sense and 
expert knowledge. 
The importance 


ef social conditions in the production 
of disease has been 
recognized, as 


well as the public responsibility for 
its existence. 
The public and the 


physicians are now recognized as co- 
workers in the impression of disease. 
If partners in this work, it is only 
fair that both parties should know 
the facts, and that, in times of epi- 
•tanic disease, the public should be 
told the whole truth. This important 
obligation of the modern health offi- 
cer is recognized by Dr. Juan Guiter- 
ae, Health Officer of Havana. In u 
recent issue of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association, in an 
article on Bobonic Plague in .Havana. 
Dr. Guitera's condemns the old policy 
«f suppression of facts and says: "I 
have contended fofOifcfonowing fun- 
damental rule in sanitary practice: 
Work must be done ui the broad day- 
light; the people^snbuld .know what 
we are doing, and what to expect. If 
we never deceive ihem they will be- 
lieve that we say; we obtain their 
••-operation, we minimize panic, and 
we can begin active operations at 
•mce. All this is the most- elemental

President Roosevelt never met General 
O'Reilly, who at the time of his ap- 
pointment was stationed in California, 
and insisted that the appointment of a 
new surgeon general, who should have 
charge of the health of the army, 
should be based only upon the record 
of the appointee. 


It was about that time in 1902 that 


General O'Reilly lost through death 
by typhoid fever his only son, the late 
Philip Maitland O'Ueilly, who had just 
been

Panama canal, practical completion 
of the Panama canal by July 1, 1913, 
is assured. 
On that date, in spite 


of several slides in Culebra cut during 
the last year, the excavation In the 
cut will be completed and by Aug. 1, 
1913. the spillway at Gatun dam will 
be finished. The concrete work about 
the locks and dredging of cnannels to 
the sea will be finished between Jan. 
1. 191-1!. and July 1. Delays in delivery 
of material and machinery for the 
gates of the locks has retarded their 
construction somewhat, though Col- 
onel Goethals believes everything will 
be done on schedule time in spite of 
these handicaps.

QUESTIONING THE NEW PILOT 


Official Washington, Including Mem- 


bers of Diplomatic Corps, Is Asking 
Where Does Mr. Wilson Stand in 
His Views Regarding the Many "Un- 
settled Questions" of State Which 
Must Confront New Administration. 


Washington, Nov. IS.—A question 


which official Washington, including 
members of the diplomatic corps, is 
asking repeatedly now is. What are 
Wocclrow Wilson's ideas as to for- 
eign affairs? 
And, strangely enough, 


nobody seems to kno\v where Presi- 
dent-Elect \Yilson stands as to for- 
eign policies which have been built 
up under Republican administrations. 


While the United States is uominal- 


ly. at peace with all the world and en- 
joying friendly relations with all other 
nations, Mr. Wilson will finu, say offi- 
cials here, that -the American ship of 
state is now beset by numerous hos- 
tile winds and cross currents. 


As the broadest in its application 


and bearing upon American interests, 
Mr. Wilson will first have to decide 
whether he is to indorse and maintain 
the Republican policy of giving gov- 
ernment aid to American capital seek- 
ing investments in foreign lands and 
American producers seeking markets 
abroad for American goods. Though 
this policy, dubbed "dollar diplomacy," 
has been bombarded again and again 
and again by the Democrats during 
their sixteen years in the wilderness, 
It is doubted here if a Democratic sec- 
retary of state or his chief, Mr. Wil- 
son, 
will 
venture 
openly 
to de- 


nounce it. 


A more specific question under this 


phase of foreign relations which Pres- 
ident Wilson will have to answer con- 
cerns the proposed Chinese loan of 
$300,000,000. He will have either to 
commit himself to this government's 
activity in favor of capital, or else he 
must disavow it and take the United 
States out of the-concert of six nations 
on the Chinese loans. 


The issue of "dollar diplomacy" also 


brings up at once the tremendously 
pressing Latin-American question. The 
number of governments to he dealt 
with and their nearness to the United 
States and the Panama canal make 
the Latin-American question probably 
the most imperative of all problems 
that will confront the incoming ad- 
ministration. Events are moving rap- 
idly in Latin America and bring with 
them the necessity for the establish- 
ment of new precedents upon the part 
of the government of the United 
States. Any discussion of the Latin- 
American question under Democratic 
administration is not possible without 
Senator Bacon of Georgia. Senator 
Bacon has been stubbornly fighting 
the evolution of the Republican poli- 
cies in Latin-America, and with the 
control of. the senate vested in the 
Democrats, will 
evidently ' become 


chairman of the powerful committee 
on foreign relations. 


One of the interesting questions 


which Mr. Wilson will have to solve is 
the matter of soothing Colombia for 
the toss of Panama. The Democrats 
in congress have agitated this matter 
for the last two years and accused 
previous Republican administrations 
of the blackest crimes for their treat- 
ment of Colombia. Mr. Wilson IS on 
record as declaring that he would give 
his sanction to no treaty with Russia 
which did not guarantee equal treat- 
ment of all American citizens regard- 
less of race or religion by Russia. He 
will undoubtedly therefore find him- 
self 1n an unpleasant situation as re- 
gards relations with Russia.

The ambassadors of the powers met 


Sunday afternoon at the Austrian em- 
bassy to discuss the desirability of 
landing contingents from the war- 
ships. The chiefs of the Turkish gen- 
darmerie were invited to attend, and 
the meeting decided to land men to 
guard the approaches to the Pera dis- 


• trict and the embassies. 
The men 


came asliore last evening In full cam- 
paigning kit. bringing a Maxim gun. 


i The official explanation of the meas- 
ure states that it is intended to check 
the nervousness caused by the flring. 
The German harbor defense ship Lor- 
elei, which is stationed here, is going 
to Haidar Pasha to guard the station 
on the Anatolian railroad. 


There is nothing reliable as yet in 


regard to the result of the fighting 
at Tchataldja. hut the papers profess 
to have official information that the 
Turks won a great victory. The left 
wing of the Bulgarians is said to have 
been destroyed and the Bulgarian 
right wing is represented to be In a 
difficult position. Eight thousand Bul- 
garians, the papers, say. have been 
captured. .Several guns and a quan- 
tity of ammunition were taken. The 
Turks are said to be marching to- 
ward Muradli. The Turkish fleet co- 
operated with the land forces in re- 
pulsing the enemy. The battleships, 
according to the current reports, fired 
on the Bulgarians from both the Black 
Sea and the Sea of Marmora. 


Rumors of the fall of Adrianople 


ar» still prealent. but unless the Turks 
are demoralized or are starving, auch 
reports are difficult to believe. The 
defenders are reported to bar* >00 
cuns.
